Arising out of the failure 
of Scottish Amalgamated 
Silks, Limited, thirteen of 
Glasgow's leading industri- 
aliste were arrested on Mon- 
day and charged yesterday 
with fraud and false pre- 
tences. Grave scandals in 
connexion with the flotation 
and conduct of the company 
are alleged. 


London,’ Feb. 16. 

Glasgow has been stirred by 
the sudden arrest of thirteen 

usiness men, some of whom are 
prominent in the public life of 
‘ the city. 

Those arrested are connected 
with the Scottish Amalgamated 
Silke, Ltd., which is now in volun- 
tary Miquldation. A sum of nearly 
half a million sterling is involved. 

Simultancously with the Glas-- 
gow arrests, a Company promoter 
han been arrested in Manchester, 
charged with forming a fraudu- 
lent scheme.to obtain money from 
tho public in connexion with the 
above Company. He Ia being sent 
to Glasgow for trial. 

The Scottish Amalgamated 
Silks, Ltd,, was formed in 1928 
with « capital of nearly two mil-

BRITISH DELEGATION 
MAY BE SENT. 


GUESSES ASTRAY. 


High hopes prevail regarding 
the outcome of conversations 
between Lord Irwin, the Viceroy, 
and Mahatma Gandhi, which 
opened at Delhi yesterday. 
Meanwhile, London newspapers 
appear to be making wild guesses 
at the composition of ia Parlia- 
mentary Delegation, which will 
probably be sent to India in the 
near future. 

New Delhi, Feb, 16. 

Mr. Wedgwood Benn, Secretary 
for India, Mr. J. H. Thomas, 
Dominions Secretary, and other 
Parlinmentary delegutes are ex- 
pected to'arrive here early in 
March, with constitutional ex- 
perts. for discussiony in India, 
‘with a view to the appointment of 
Indian Committees to work out the 
details of the proposed new Con- 
stitution.— Reuter

AMOY CABLE STATION 
CLOSES DOWN. 


SUDDEN ACTION BY CHINESE 
AUTHORITIES. - 


; , Amoy, Feb. 18, 

Much surprise was caused yes- 
terday morning when. the Great 
Northern ‘Telegraph — Company 
suddenly ceased to function, due, 
it in snid, to differences .between 
the Company and the Chinese 
Telegraph Authorities, ; 

During carly business. hours, 
loca! Chinese Telegraph officials 
entered and closed the office in 
Amoy City, and afterwards tora 
down the sign boards. Later In 
the day; a committce waited upon 
Captain G. R, Basa,’ Seeretary- 
Superintendent of police of . the 
Intornational Settlement. of Ku- 
langau, and requested permisalon 
to take control of the main office 
of the Company, located on thy 
island and within the Settlement. 
Captain Bass refused thelr re- 
quest until they were able to pra. 
duce a legal warrant approved by 
the Danish Consul. 

Late in the afternoon the com. 
pany issued a notice reveling as 
followa: 

“Phe Company regrets to have 
to inform the public that in de- 
ferenee to the Chinese Telegrapna 
Authorities’ wishes, the Company 
has been obliged, for the time be- 
ing, to close the handing-in and 
delivery offices at Amoy and Ku- 
langsu.” 

Since the announcement through 
the press that the Central Govern- 
ment and Cable Companies — had 
reached a new agreement, the 
Jocal public, believing that normal 
conditions would continue to pre- 
vail, has been rather astonished 
at this audden turn of events, and 
ix now wondering what are the 
underlying causern. In the abs 
sehee of statements from both pur. 
lies to the dispute, ‘several 
rumours are’ flonting about re- 
starding the enuse of this rupture, 

Some declare that discord and 
misunderstanding have arisen be. 
tween Nanking and Company offi- 
cinls, Others assert with some 
dégree of confidence that the 
Ministry of Communications has 
not concurred with the Ministry 
of Foreign Affnirs in the agree. 
ment reached with the Cable Com- 
panies. and that it is now taking 
into {ta own hands the control and 
operation of all telegraph com. 
munications on Chinere soil. Still 
others report the whole question 
ns one -of purely local soncern, 
and which is being directed from 
behind the acenes by the Amoy 
branch of the Kuomintang. 

Those hit hardest ure the tuenk- 
ers and business men whose bust- 
ness depends upon rapid com. 
munications.

The best of the 
Eighteenth Century is still alive 
in Aberdeen, for all Its brisk and 
confident modernity. 

The truth about Aberdeen is 
that it is hardly Scots at all. It 
has never suffered too severely 
from the harsh represssions and 
grim Puritanism which conquered 
the rest of Scotland. Its motto is 
“Bon accord.” and its philosophy 
has a flavour of henlthy paganism. 
The city which excelled all others 
in the extravagance of its wel- 
come to James 1V.’s. Tudor wife 
haa presorved a taste for flourish 
and pageantry which to the rost 
of the Scota appears an tnprofit- 
able vanity. 

But then Aberdeen fas pever 
cared a hang what Scotland might 
think, When Scotland was Pres- 
byterinn, Aberdeen was (and ton - 
considerable extent still. "is) 
Catholic and Episcopalian. — It 
stood for: monarchy and . loyalty 
when all Scotland was solld for’ 
the Bible-thumping democrats. 
‘Traditionally, one of thé two col- 
legen of its University (a founda- 
tion which it ower to the Borgia 
Pope) was always a stronghold of 
Catholiclam and Royaliam. 

In thia city where, instend of 
the strony men struggling « with 
Aaxpences one expected, one finds 
n careless, generous and racy life, 
and the only real capital city in 
Britain outside London—{s this 
Aberdeen really Scottish at all? It 
it to be noted that Aberdonian

To London he 
may be willing to accord a grudg- 
ing equality, but that is probably’ 
because he has been told that’ 
London is one of his satrapies. 

If Scotland ever got Home Rule, 
Aberdeen would instantly demand 
autonomy for herself, and would 
be bought off ‘with nothing less 
than the transfer to herself of the. 
national enpital.. In the moan- 
time, she contrives to bé.the most 
prosperous, the best-administered, 
the most intellectually .vigorou:t, 
and the pleasantest of the Scottish 
cities, : :

Referring to the investigations 
of the Royal Commission which fs 
to report on unemployment Insur- 
ance and recommend how to 
restore the solvoncy of the Fund, 
Misr Bondficld said the Govern- 
ment would not hesitate to ‘deal 
with any abuser which the Com-, 
mission considered proved.

The question whether an hotel 
proprietor is responsible for dam- 
age cnused by frost to a guest’s 
motor-car In the hotel garage wan 
ralaed‘ in the King’s Beneh Divi- 
ston. : 

Mr. .Raven, proprictor +of the 
Grand Hotel, Northampton, — ap- 
the County Court 
judge’s decision 
of Woking, for damage to his car 
during the -severe frost of Febru- 
nury, 1929. 

The garage fs enclosed on three 
sides and has nn fron grill in 
front, which is locked at night. 

It wag stated that Mr. AVink+ 
worth omptied the water from the 
radiator when told that the garage 
man had not done so, but next day 
he found ice in the cylinder, 
which had cracked.

On n third charge of neyligent 
performance of duty for failurd to 
insert corrections in certain books, 
accused was nequitted on the 
grounds of an unproved prosecu- 
tion. 


The Court was-presided over by 
Capt. L. FL Potter (HLM.S. Cum- 
berland), and wis composed of:

He simply standa before his ap- 
paratus, releasing the vibrations 
with his left hand, while with his 
right he carries the  high- 
frequency waves through a gamut 
of seven octaves.

The quality of the sound sug- 
esta a combination of voice and 
violin, and, as modulated by the 
inventor-artist. produces an effect 
of absolute enchantment. By very 
light preskure with the left hand, 
the instrument is put in vibration, 
while the movernents of the right 
reyulate the intensity, pitch and 
volume from the lightest pianis- 
simo to the most ponderoug for- 
tissimo, He is able at times to 
produce an effect as if the music

M. Martenot, after having de- 
monstrated his invention before 
tho President of the French Re- 
public, started on his world tour in 
November 1950, visiting the Uni- 
ted States where he had a wom- 
derful success.
